against Hill. It now looks as if the 
President \vould be forced into the atti- 
tude of a candidate ami with Hill and 
IHaine in the field might be put on an 
independent ticket. 
Regulars, how- 


ever, expect to force him to tibiuidou his 
Oivil Service orders when the moment 
arrives for his co-operation to save the 
party. A Cleveland ticket, with the 
better element of all parties supporting 
it, might give the regular organizations 
somewhat of n shake-up, if it did not 
throw the election into the Housa of 
llepresentatives. 
The latter 
contin- 


gency, in view of the probable closeness 
of tbu electoral vote, would be possible 
in a veiy small margin between Clere- 
•land and Tilden. The smallest Btats in 
the Union for the third candidate, would 
have accomplished the result. Among 
the other bohemes of Hill to curry favor 
with the heelers has beea his persistent 
exhibition of contempt for the Mug 
wuuaps. This in itself would alienate 
their 6iipport, so he could not count on 
any part of that vote. Hill's friends 
are very confident that they can carry 
New York without it, and point to the 
election oi 18S5, when he defeated 
Davenport by over eleven thousand ma- 
jority, -with 35,000 voids foi other can- 
didates. 
They seem to.forget, however, 


that by far the greatest share ot that 
vote came out of the liepublioan ranks, 
and it combined on the Republican 
ticket, it would have left Hill in the 
rear. 


Death of Wnmnel J. Tllden, 


Nevatla I,i»ntt Smrveys. 


WASHINGTON, August 4.—There is an 


important item for Nsvada ia the sundry 
civil bill. 
Tt provides for the appropri- 


ation of $30,000 for the survey ^of pub' 
lie lands in Nevada. That JState has 
due it 2,000,000 acres of land. There is 
a large portion of her public lands un- 
narveyed, and this appropriation, which 
Jones and WooJbum secured, provides 
that a survey of these lauds shall be 
made at once. 


During the Senate proceedings Tues- 


day Edmunds read from a book the es- 
timated itemd of deficiency, estimated

Samuel J. Tilden, wuo in 1876 was 


defeated by K. B. Hayes for the exalted 
office of President of the United States 
uied at Youkera, New York yesterday 
morning at the uge of 72 years. In his 
death the Empire State loses one of its 
ablest lawyers and the Democracy one o 
Its greatest and most popular leaders 
he having been honored by his party to 
several State offices, including the Leg- 
islature and Governorship. 


YOKE, Angust 4. 


Samuel J, Tilden died in this city at 


9:45 this morning. 


Samuel J. Tilden died peacefully at 


Greystone 
this morning 
at 8:45 


o'clock. There were preseut with him 
doctors Charles E. Simmonds and 
Sarauel Swift, and his niece, Miss 
Gould. His death was entirely unex- 
pected and was caused by a failure of 
the heart, following an acute attack of 
diarrhoea and nausea. 


As soon as the nows of Tildon's 


death was received in Yonkers, there 
was a good bit of excitement over it, 
and instantly the flags of the city 
buildings and the newspaper offices 
were displayed at half inast, and ex- 
pressions of regret were heard on all 
ides over the death of the eminent | 
statesman, lie said he had not been 
feeling well for some days. 


The flags all over the city are at 


out of respect to Tildeu. 


The iiuws of his death spread through 
the.jCity.verj' rapidly; the newspaper 
ofmies bulletined it early, and so the 
news was soon scattered broadcast. 
Expressions of sorrow are heard on all 
sides, and from parties of all political 
opinions.

most illustrious sons. Please inform 
me at your earliest convenience of the 
date which may be fixed for the 
funeral, as I shall endeavor ts attend.

N. Y.:—I have 
this moment learned of the sudden 
death of your illustrious relative, and 
hasten to express my individual sor- 
row in an event by which the Slate oi 
New York has lost her most distin- 
guished son, and the Nation one of its 
wisest and most patriotic counsellors.
